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COTTON IN COMMERCE. 


MPORTANCE of cotton of the South in American 
conmuerce is demonstrated both when the volume 
of export values is swelled because of cotton exports 
und when, because of fewer bales exvorted or lower 
prices for the staple, cotton exports show decreased 
values instead of increased ones. This fact appears 
in the comparison of export values in the calendar 
years, 1912 and 1913, of breadstuffs, cottonseed oil, 
cattle, hogs and sheep, meat and dairy products, raw 
cotton and mineral oils set forth in the following 
table:

‘The aggregate value of these six classes of exports 
in 1913 was about 483 per cent. of the value of all 
merchandise exports from this country in that year. 
The aggregate value of these six classes of exports 
in 1913 was $1,071,247,923, or $28,308,172 greater 
than in 1912. There were increases from $149,814,- 
S77 to $191,477,180, or by $41,662,303, in breadstuffs ; 
from $123,244,132 to $138,924,092, or by $15,679,960, 
in meat and dairy products, and from $121,874,988 to 
$147,047,187, or by $25,172,199, in mineral oils, a 
total increase of $82,514,462. Against this increase 
must be set off the decreases from $21,674,185 to $17,- 
816,296, or by $3,857,889, in cottonseed oil; from 
$3,553,849 to $895,603, or by $2,657,746, in cattle, 
hogs and sheep, and from $622,778,220 to $575,087,- 
65, or by $47,690,655, in raw cotton, a total decrease 
of $54,206,290. The decrease in cotton was greater 
than the increase in any of the classes, and was due 
to a combination of a decrease in a number of bales 
exported from $10,687,983 to $8,602,925 and a de- 
crease in the average export price from 12.8 to 11.17 
cents a pound. Nevertheless, the value of raw cot- 
ton exports in 1913 was nerly 53 per cent. of the

THE IMMIGRATION PROBLEM. 


IIE suggestion as to immigration, credited to 
Secretary of Labor Wilson, with special ref- 
erence to Hindus, to the effect that provision be 
made for the exclusion from this country of aliens 
unable to pass the physical test required of recruits 
for the United States army, opens up an interesting 
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field of discussion. In the absence of publication 
of the full text of Secretary's Wilson's letter to 
Speaker Clark on the subject, it is not quite clear 
whether the proposed new immigration regulation is 
to apply generally to all incoming aliens or only to 
Hindus. If applied generally, the provision would 
bar from entrance to this country many thousands 
of foreign-born who would be valuable elements in 
the population of this country. It is quite con- 
ceivable that many natives of this country capable 
of standing the physical test for admission to the 
United States army might be undesirable citizens, 
and on the other hand that many foreign-born could 
become valuable citizens, even though they could 
not stand the United States army physical test. 
Furthermore, if the provision should apply to Ilin- 
dus only, attention would be diverted from the 
hordes of aliens now pouring into this country 
through Eastern ports of far lower grade in every 
respect than Hindus. 

In the past ten or fifteen years there has been con 
siderable legislation bearing upon immigration, and 
much investigation of the subject has been made 
under Federal auspices. Still, the situation is by 
no means satisfactory, and the main reason is that, 
together with the swaying of national lawmakers 
and administrators of immigration laws by the po- 
litical influence of compact bodies of voters of alien 
origin, there has been an inclination to confer upon 
the Federal authorities power over the distribution 
of immigrants in this country. At the same time 
amendments to the immigration laws have been of 
rather haphazard order in the effort to meet special 
conditions arising from the radical change in the 
character of immigration from the classes of for 
eign-born of forty or fifty years ago, who came to 
this country because of a desire to become a part of 
its permanent population, classes animated by indi- 
vidual desire and initiative, to the classes dominat- 
ing the immigration of the past ten or fifteen years 
who seek in the United States temporary opportu- 
nities to accumulate sufficient money to support 
them for the rest of their lives in the comparative 
luxury of the low-grade living in their native land, 
and who have been speeded to the United States 
under auspices of foreign governments or of eccles- 
iastical or philanthropic organizations. Where per 
manency of residence in this country has been con- 
templated, the idea has been that of colonization in 
groups or masses, a bar against relations capable 
of facilitating assimilation into the great body of 
American people, Another detrimental influence 
has been the carelessness of employers of large 
bodies of labor as to every qualification save that 
of ability to do certain kinds of work.

millions of them in the larger cities, neither have 
benefited them, transient as they are in their Amer- 
ican residence and not even desiring to become 
Americans, nor have they been of any advantage to 
Americans, even if they have not actually been a 
distinct disadvantage as tending to lower American 
ideals. 

Literary tests and army physical tests are likely 
to add to the embarrassments of the immigration 
problem and to work injustice. It ought to be pos- 
sible to frame legislation on the subject embodying 
the elements of good in the extreme contentions for 
or against fewer restrictions or more restrictions 
upon immigration. Such framing should disregard 
absolutely arguments advanced by representatives 
of foreign governments, of trans-Atlantic steam- 
ship lines or of hyphenated Americanism, which is 
usually a self-confession of the corralling of alien 
instincts for political effect constituting one of the 
greatest curses of the day. It should eliminate all 
participation by the Federal Government in the 
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movement of immigrants after they have met the 
lawful requirements for admission to this country, 
a policy open to abuse because of its political pos 
sibilities, It should bar from this country immi 
grants from any land undertaking through its gov 
ernment or any other agency to direct and control 
the new arrivals, either singly or in groups, or those 
who are brought to this country by steamship lines 
subsidized to relieve the congestion of foreign lands 
at the expense of the United States. 

There is room and to spare in this country for 
thrifty, decent and progressive immigrants, and they 
will be as welcome here as other millions who in the 
past have been incorporated with the great American 
people. There is much work to be done in this 
country before all of the opportunities for profit 
und prosperity in developing its great resources have 
been realized. If that work is not done immediately, 
the natural resources will not suffer, and if the pop 
ulation is not increased by millions of men and 
women from abroad, the population will not suffer. 
It is far better for this country to have a slow de 
velopment of its resources and to depend upon the 
natural increase in its pouulation for their exploita 
tion than to wallow in material wealth-gaining at 
the sacrifice of American ideals through a mis 
taken notion that the people of this country are 
called upon to diminish their own vitality in soly 
ing the social, economic and ethical problems of

SCOTCHING LEGISLATIVE RIDERS. 
“Bg amesespe-n tonne JOIN A. MOON of Tennessee 
was singularly unfortunate in using the at- 
tempt to open about 2500 offices to the “faithful” asa 
basis for an argument against federalistic tenden- 
cies in the National Government. President Wilson 
has the backing of the intelligence and patriotism of 
the country in his successful stand in the matter 
of the removal of about 2500 assistant postmasters 
from the protection of the civil-service regulations, 
us Was proposed in the postoflice appropriation bill. 
In the light of developments in connection with 
iwo or three recent bills, the country had come to 
look for attempts at spoils raids in congressional 
netion upon every occasion that presented the slight- 
est chance. The deepest interest, however, turned, 
hot upon the consequences of such raids in the coun- 
duet of the people's business, but upon the fact that 
the proposition so vigorously defended by Congress- 
nan Moon was a rider upon the appropriation bill. 
Congressman Moon is not an inexpert on riders, 
though he is hardly a consistent political philoso- 
pher. He seems at present to imagine that if 2500 
assistant postmasterships shall not again become 
open to officeseekers, a tremendous impetus will be 
given to a Federal menace to human rights and 


human liberty. He says: 


Your Government is being consolidated. It is builded 
on the theory of ultimate supreme power under a system 
of Federalistic domination and construction of the Con- 
stitution 

you are 
power. If you adopt the policy of the purchase of tele- 
graphs and telephones, you will have proceeded far to 
the Federalization of power. You will have added thou 
sands of offices te your Government. If you go further 
and become the owners of the railroads, you will see a

vast army of people who would be in control, a Federal 
menace to human rights and human liberty. 


But the menace in such ownership and operation 
and in the spoils thereunto pertaining is as nothing 
compared to the Federal menace to human rights 
and human liberty grounded in the rider on the 
Postoflice Appropriation Bill of August, 1912, in 
which Congressman Moon played no unimportant 
part. 

That rider providing for the regulation of the 
newspaper press of the country was, in its earlier 
form, such a radical departure from fundamental, 
constitutional and wise principles of American life 
that even a socialistic member of Congress described 
it as “a grave attack upon the liberty of the press.’ 
To the drastic provisions of this rider, so utterly

gressian Moon now thinks he is defending, was 
added by way of amendment in the conference, re- 
moved from publicity, a provision which had not 
been discussed in either house of the Congress.

On behalf of the managers of the conference on 
the part of the House, Congressman Jolin A. Moon, 
on August 25, 1912, obtained unanimous consent 
that the reading of the conference report should be 
dispensed with, and that, in its place, a statement 
of the conferees should be read. 

There is circumstantial evidence in’ statements 
openly made in Congress and not denied that there 
Was not in the hall of the House, of Representatives a 
quorum of members called for by the Constitution 
to do business when the bill carrying this rider went 
through the form of its final passage, and it is 
questionable whether more than half a dozen mem 
bers of the Congress present were aware of the ad- 
dition that had been made in the conference, al- 
though both the full conference report and the 
statement were printed. The Congressional Record 
of August 22, 25 and 24 ought to be studied by the 
people of the country as throwing light upon the 
confusion that prevailed in the closing hours of the 
legislation.

This criticism was of a particular rider, an em 
phatic illustration of the evil, inherent in all riders, 
placing upon a bill that must be passed to meet the 
necessities of Government some unallied provision 
which it would be impossible to enact into law if 
it were open to free discussion on its own demerits. 
When to that policy is added the ability to graft 
upon a bill in the secrecy of the conference matter 
which the Congress has not been able to discuss 
fully in the open, the evil is intensified. This rider 
practice has been growing since 1911, and it was 
about time for an effective checking of it. Dangers 
inherent in the practice of attaching substantive 
legislation to appropriation bills have been fre- 
quently pointed out by former Presidents of the 
United States. The only attempted justification 
that has been offered for such a practice is that it 
has been found a convenient method for facilitating 
the passage of measures which are deemed expe- 
dient by all the branches of Government which par- 
ticipate in legislation. But no condition of urgency 
has been disclosed for the riders which have been 
carried on bills that have become law since last 
Aprii.

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Sunshine in the Business World

Daytona, Fla., January 21. 


In the business world a thunder-storm, with its 
death-dealing lightning flashes, has for some years cov- 
eyed the land. Ten years ago the keen-of-hearing could 
faintly catch the rumblings of the coming storm. It 
steadily grew louder and burst with terrific force upon 
the country in 1907. It has not been a gentle summer 
ain, With the sound of distant thunder, but it has been 
the fieree cyclone, sweeping all before it, or the sharp, 


savage crash of the lightning, hitting the innocent and 

guilty. All have suffered. Occasionally during the 
last few years there have been glimpses of sunshine, 
only to be succeeded by dark clouds and downpcurs. 
‘The storm has spent its force. The clouds are breaking 
away and sunshine again begins to brighten the earth, 
or in this case the business world. 

Changing the metaphor, we have had 10 years of 
economie revolution, of wild sensationalism, of the 
whirl of the “Big Stick,’ with preachers of the gospel 
of hatred riding into power on the wave of political dis- 
content aroused by their own evil work. But as the 
thunder-storm, terriffic though it may at times be, de- 
-\ructive as it often is, clears the atmosphere and gives 

new and fresher life to vegetation, so the storm 
through which the country bas been passing may have 
done, and oubtless has done some good. It has made all 

isses see things from a different point of view. ‘The 
cmployer has been set to striving more vigorously to 
etter the conditions of his employe, and thongh the 
iboring man has often been misled by agitators and 
magogues, he, too, is awakening to a better conscious- 
ness of his duty to the employer and to his fellow-1en. 

The destructive warfare of capital as sometimes lan- 
died against competitors is not likely to exist in the 
same form again any more than it is likely that labor 
inions will again sanction, to the same extent as many 
have done in the past, murder and all other atrocities 
in pursuance of their designs It is not likely that the 
warfare of dynamite will be continued as formerly, any 
more than it is likely that great corporations will pur- 
se a cut-throat policy against competitors in place of 
the modern spirit of co-operation, for which Judge Gary 
f the Steel Corporation has for years been the most 
conspicuous leader. When the true history of the 
change that is taking place is written, Judge Gary and 
those who joined him in his magnilicent work of co- 
peration instead of cut-throat competition, will be 
awarded due praise for having accomplished more in 
he betterment of business relations between corpora- 
ions and between employers and employes than all the 
politicians of these latter days. 

Some day the real story of the work of these dinners 
n reconciling men and harmonizing differences, elimi- 
nating personal ill-feeling and bringing competitors to 
see each other face to face and eye to eye, and in de- 
eloping a general sentiment in behalf of the laborer in 
the iron and steel trade, will have to be written. Tien 
he world will understand better than it has yet done 
the influence of the co-operative spirit and friendship 
developed through the leadership of Judge Gary. 

At one of the meetings of the American Iron and 
Steel Institute, which was an outcome of these dinners, 
nearly a whole day was devoted to the discussion of the 
wotherhood of man, the golden rule in business and the

That happy speech voiced the sentiment of , the 
men who from time to time met in friendly intercourse 
at these dinners. 

The discussions always dealt with the higher side of 
business life, with ethics of the highest order both as to 
the relation of these men to each other, their relation to 
their customers and the relation which they bore to 
men in their employ. “As for me,” said one speaker, “I 
hold that I am but a trustee, not only for the people 
whose money is invested, but for every laborer in our 
employ and for the families of the laborers who may 
pass away.” This sentiment, expressed by the head of 
a great English steel company, only voiced the universal 
sentiment expressed at all of these gatherings. The dis- 
cussions of the whole day had been along that line and 
in harmony with the sentimeant that the work of the 
day meant “the hastening of the day of the coming of 
the Prince of Peace on earth.” 

To the work of these leaders in the iron and steel 
trade, under the splendid inspiration of Judge Gary, 
much of the better

sentiment that today prevails

to the galleries, because these meetings were not re- 
ported to the newspapers and the galleries wre not 
there to hear. These speeches were but the quiet talks 
of men impressed with the tremendous responsibility 
which rested upon them as the controlling factors in the 
greatest manufacturing industry of the world. These 
men may not themselves have quite grasped the fact that 
the gospel which they were preaching would soon have so 
many converts. But no man could have intelligently 
studied what they were doing and noted its influence 


upon these men and upon the interests which they repre- 
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sented without realizing that a force of tremendous 
power had been projected into the business world. 
Never have I heard from the pulpit or from teachers 
of moral philosophy higher ethics as to man’s relation 
to his fellow-man than I heard again and again in the 
quiet talks of these men as they voiced their interest in 
the welfare of their employes and their competitors. 
The one thought ran through nearly every address at 
nearly every dinner, and later at the meetings of the 
American Iron and Steel Institute, was that whatever 
might happen, the last thing to be done to save the in- 
dustry from destruction, if conditions should reach that 
point, would be the reduction of wages. Political econ- 
omists were at that time talking about the liquidation 
of securities and of business as necessarily to be fol 
lowed by the liquidation of wages, but these iron and 
steel men, employing hundreds of thousands of men. 
took the ground that wages must not be reduced. My re- 
over, they urged that everything possible must be done 
to better the housing conditions of the laboring classes 
and to add to the comforts and pleasures of their lives. 
Turn from these thoughts in connection with the in- 
fluences set in motion by these steel men, and which 
are now finding voice in all the papers of the land. to 
President Wilson’s adresses, and to the general spirit 
of harmony and co-operation, signs of which are in 
When President Wilson last week 
suggested that this was not the time for warfare b¢

tween the Government and business, but for co-operation 
in finding out the best ways in which to meet all the 
problems of the day in a spirit of co-operation, he put 
the stamp of national approval, so far as a nation’s feel 
ings can be voiced by a President, upon the work which 
the iron and steel men did during the stormy times of 
IMT and 1908. At that time wreck and ruin were 
staring everyone in the face; the lightning was hitting 
and withering many a good man as well as some bad 
ones. Even then, in the days which tried men’s souls. 
the steel men of the country were vigorously, calmly 
but determinedly trying to lead the way to co-operation 
betwen man and man, between corporation and corpo 
ration, and between business and the Government. At 
all of these gatherings emphasis was constantly laid 
upon the fact that business interests must in every 
way possible conform to the laws of the land. 

And now that the storm clouds have passed away wand 
the sun comes forth again, the business interests of the 
country ought to revive with the vigor with which after 
a mighty downpour in the spring the earth blossoms 
forth when the sun with its genial warmth gives life to 
vegetation. 

We have solved some of the seemingly almost unsolv- 
able problems which the nation has been facing for 
many years. We have made a move away from that 
abomination of banking, the old national banking sys- 
tem, the usefulness of which the country had long out- 
grown, by a new currency system which, though it may 
have rough corners to be rounded out, will sooner or 
later give us a banking business worthy of the matchless 
resources of the country and the tireless energy of the 
people of this land. 

Business will be unfettered by the change. 

We have done mighty things in the past. Our prog 
ress has amazed the world. We have grown in power 
and wealth as no other nation ever did. Our people 
are better housed, better fed and better clothed than 
any other people in the world’s history have ever been. 
We have to 


a large extent assimilated the millions and millions of

foreigners who have come to our land, though we have 
now come upon a time when less of the present immi- 
gration would be desirable. Notwithstanding all of 
these facts, we had reached a point where progress com 
mensurate with our advantages would have been held 
up by our old banking methods, . 

The business men of this country, the great icaders 
who have created its vast railroad and industrial and 
financial power, have not, as a general thing, willingly 
or knowingly, been violators of the law. Of recent 
years, however, they have been held up to public scorn 
us though they were common cut-throats or thieves. 
Some have done evil, but many have done good, and the 
good have been denounced as bitterly as the evil doers. 
Few men in great business interests have known just 
where they stood. If they had innocently violated the 
laws they would have been glad to find a way to comply 
with the nation’s requirements, but 1t was difficult and 
often impossible for them to know what the law was, 
for different courts put different interpretations on it. 

Instead of hounding men to such an extent as to 
lessen both their physical and mental vitality and make 
them unwilling to go on in any new development work 
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for the country’s upbuilding, President Wilson now pro- 
poses that this spirit of bitterness be put away and that 
the laws be so shaped that men may know exactly what

Fertilizer Materials in 
Atlantic Coast Fisheries 


In helping the manufacturers of soil fertilizers to in- 
crease their output, the United States Department of 
Agriculture believes that the interests of the farmer 
are enhanced, The use of fertilizers to supply nitrogen 
to the soil is of continually increasing importance to 
our agricultural population. Fish refuse has proved 
an important source of organic nitrogen for fertilizing 
purposes, and the necessity of preparing it in commer- 
cial form has led to the development of the fish-scrap 
industry in the Atlantie States. 

The Department has, therefore, been conducting in- 
vestigations, results of which have just been published 
in a pamphlet entitled, “The Fish-scrap Fertilizer In- 
dustry of the Atlantie Coast,” with a view to assisting 
the development of this industry. : 

There are at present about 40 factories on the Atlantic 
coast, Whose main output is fish scrap and fish oil manu- 
factured from the menhaden. These are found all the 
way from Maine to Florida. The business reached its 
high-water mark as long ago as 1884, and the profits 
since have never been so great, owing to the reduced 
price of oil and serap resulting from the competition of 
other products. This is true, notwithstanding the im- 
provements that have been made in the methods of in- 
dustry. The annual output in oil and serap has not 
varied greatly from 70,000 tons of scrap and 35,000 bar- 
rels of oil during the past 50 years. There has been no 
growth in the recent past which would warrant a be- 
lief in a growth in the future. However, there seems 
every probability of a steady demand for this fertilizer. 

The great success which fish scrap has met with as 
a fertilizer is due in part to the fact that, besides con- 
taining nitrogen, it furnishes organie matter to the soil, 
which inorganic fertilizers do not do. Ammonium sul- 
phate, an inorganic substance, a by-product of cuke 
ovens, supplies almost 50 per cent. of the nitrogen used 
as fertilizer in this country. 

Should there be a sudden improvement in the coking 
process by which all the ammonia liberated in the old 
form of coking oven may be recovered, this amount 
would be more than enough to supply all the fertilizer 
trade. In that case the preparation of fish scrap would 
become commercially infeasible, but it is much more 
probable that the increase in the output of ammonium 
sulphate will keep pace merely with the growing de- 
mand, and that there will be a continued demand for 
fish serap. . 

The menhaden is not generally considered edible, be- 
cause it is “too bony” or “too oily.” However, the men- 
haden when freshly caught and properly cooked is good 
to eat, although not so choice as certain other fish easily 
cbtained. As the cost of food increases and sea fish are 
used for economy's sake to replace more expensive 
meats, there undoubtedly will be an increase in the 
use of the menhaden for food. The menhaden has actu- 
ally been prepared us are sardines, and has been de- 
clared a complete success when so used. A meat ex- 
tract has also be¢n made from this fish, equal in nutri- 
While this food has been 
known for many years, the process of extraction has 
failed to develop on a commercial scale. While there 
is no indication at present that consumption of men- 


tive value to that of beef. 


haden is on the increase, the shortage of other food sup- 
plies might increase the demand, and this would be a 
matter of importance for the fisch-scrap industry. 

The waste from such fish as are now generally eaten 
forms a possible additional source of fish scrap. In the 
dressing of fish the waste represents an average of 25 
per cent. of the “round” we ght of thé fish. The yearly 
catch of food fish in the Atlantie and Gulf fisheries is 
about 700,000,000 pounds. ‘Twenty-five per cent. of 
this represents refuse suitable for the preparation of 
fertilizer. A considerable portion of this it is impos- 
sible to use economically, for the fisheries are scattered 
the whole length of the coast and many, fish are shipped 


to market undressed, and much fresh fish that is dressed 
is prepared on shipboard and the waste thrown into 
the sea. 

Most of the refuse of Newfoundland cod is thrown 
away as fast as produced. An investigation has shown 
that 150,000 tons of refuse are produced annually on 
the Newfoundland shores, which would be equivalent 
to over 20,000 tons of dry scrap. As this is produced 
at a time when all available labor is engaged in dressing 
the cod, the problem of saving this refuse offers scant 
hope of solution. 

The inedible dogfish furnishes another source of fish 
scrap for fertilizer, and horseshoe crabs are also re- 
ported to have been used in certain localities. The 
shells of crabs and lobsters have been found to be ad- 
mirable as “fillers” for finished fertilizers. They con- 
tain a large amount of lime of high agricultural value, 
At one ferti-

lizer mixing plant on Chesapeake 
ground crab shells are used annually. 

A belief exists among certain people that much food 
fish is destroyed in the menhaden industry along with 
the menhaden, but investigation by the Bureau of Fish- 
eries has shown that this belief is not borne out by fact, 
nor does the supply of menhaden seem any less albun- 
dant today than in any time past. A word of warning, 
however, is given those operators whose crews tiuke 
menhaden in the fall and early winter. If they catch 
spawning fish they run the risk of decreasing the supply. 

The bulletin on the fish fertilizer industry also takes 
up the question of oils. The high prices obtaining in 
the early days of the industry led to its rapid develop- 
ment and a consequent overproduction in oil. Crude 
Northern menhaden oil in the New York market in 
1SG5 brought from SO cents to $1.40 per gallon. Dur- 
ing recent years the oil varies from about 20 cents to 
80 cents per gallon. 

Formerly menhaden oil was used principally as an 
illuminant and in currying leather. In addition it has 
long been used as a paint vehicle, as a lubricant and as 
nu soap-making grease. Large quantities now are used 
in the paint manufacturing industry and in tempering 
steel. 

Certain paint and oil specialists regard menhaden oil 
us the best of the fish oils. Paint made from it is espe- 
cially suited for painting iron work, such as _ bo'ler 
fronts and smokestacks. It also holds up better in a 
moist climate, such as that existing near the seashore. 
Its use is specially recommended for replacing linseed 
oil in the manufacture of patent leather and similar 
The patent leather result-

During the few years since the beginning of the mine 
safety investigations authorized by Congress there has 
heen a marked increase in the general interest taken by 
miners, mine owners and the general public in all ques 
tions relating to safety, according to the forthcoming 
third annual report of the National Bureau of Mines, 
Joseph <A.

Holmes, director; and, in spite of the fact 
in the amount 
of coal mined and in the number of coal miners em 
ployed, there has been a marked decrease in the number 
of fatalities and bodily injuries in mining operations 

It is not claimed that, acting alone, the Bureaa of 
Mines has brought about these changes for the better; 
nor, indeed, is it claimed that the bureau has been the 
main factor in bringing about these improvements. The 
bureau has endeavored to organize and lead in this 
movement: it has conducted a series of investigations 
und has disseminated a large amount of information 
bearing on accident prevention, and in this work it has 
had the hearty aid and co-operation of the State mine 
inspectors, mine owners and the miners. 

One beneficial result from the work of the bureau is 
that it encourages research and inspection, the pur- 
chase of mine rescue and first-aid equipment, and the 
maintenance of mine rescue corps by the private mining 
companies. It is sometimes claimed that investigations 
and other activities on the part of the National Govern 
ment discourage similar activities on the part of mining 
companies. fut such has not been the case. On the 
contrary, the activities of the Bureau of Mines hav 
increased the work of private laboratories and of engi 
neers in private practice or employed by private mining 
companies, and in the various mining camps where our 
cars have done training and demonstration work mine 
rescue and first-aid corps or squads have been organ 
ized quite generally among the miners and have been 
equipped and maintained at the expense of the min 
owners. 

At the time the bureau first undertook the deveton- 
ment of modern protective methods, both as regurés 








rescue work at mine disasters and recovery work at 
mine fires, there were in the United States only a few 
sets of rescue breathing apparatus, and these were in 
use in the metal mines at Anaconda, Mont. There are 
now owned and in use by private rescue stations and 
mining companies several thousand sets of such appa- 
ratus, besides auxiliary equipment for fire fighting, in 
addition to the large number of such apparatus owned 
by the bureau and widely distributed among its various 
cars and stations. 

The bureau has endeavored to extend the movement 
for the establishment of rescue stations patterned after 
its own, at which miners may be locally trained in mine 
rescue and first-aid work, so that there will be immedi- 
ately available in times of disaster groups of organized 
men trained in scientific and rational rescue and re-

equipped corps of professional rescue men at a group 
of mines. As a result there will be avilable in time of 
disaster a nucleus of men who keep in physical condi 
tion for the arduous work of mine rescue and who have 
their apparatus and equipment ever ready for an emer- 
gency, as compared with the amateur force now avail- 
able, who, seattered among different mines, are not able 
to keep themselves organized and their equipment in the 
best condition of preparedness. 

Gratifying as has been the progress in turning over 
to the mine owners the local (raining and rescue opera 
tions, there has been no diminution in the demands re- 
ceived by the bureau for its assistance in such werk. 
The rescue force of the bureau is merely supplemented 
in extending educational work in the various districts 
and in the training of many thousands of miners now 
being trained for this work. Its services are now re- 
quired to an even greater extent than in the past for the 
training of private rescue-station forces and for mspec- 
tion and advice concerning the care of their equipment, 
and for information regarding the latest progress in all 
lines of rescue and first-aid work. 

The mine-rescue and first-aid training has now been 
under way more than three years, and during this time 
31.205 miners have been trained in the use of the neces- 
sary equipment and methods. In connection with mine 


disasters the Bureau of Mines men have been instru- 
mental in rescuing through the use of breathing appa- 
ratus S3 miners. A large number of miners have been 
rescued by others, many of whom were trained or aided 
the bureau, and a very 


in modern rescue methods by 


much larger 


number of miners have been aided or 
Lrought to recovery through the prompt first-aid work 
of miners trained by the bureau, by the American Na- 
tional Red Cross and by other agencies. 

In addition to the actual saving of life, an important 
part of the work has been the lessening of the suffering 
of injured miners through the prompt and expert serv- 
ices of the men trained in first-aid work. This work lias 
not only reduced the severity of injuries and kept some 
men from dying, but it also has enabled miners to re- 
sume work much sooner than they could have otherwise. 
This is a conservation that is difficult to estimate in 
dollars and cents. 

During the year over 46,000 persons (mainly miners) 
visited the mine rescue safety cars and stations muin- 
tained by the bureau, nearly 33,000 ininers attended the 
inine-safety lectures, and more than 5500 miners were 
given rescue or first-aid training. Miners and operators 
in all coal fields have taken active interest in the demon- 
stration work of the bureau, and the number of oper 
ators who have organized and equipped mine-rescue 
corps at their own mines at their own expense has 


shown a most gratifying increase.

The Pennsylvania Railroad Co. has notified its stock 
holders that at the annual meeting in Philadelphia on 
March 10 they will be asked to authorize “a mortgage 
to secure bonds to be issued from time to time when 
and as approved by the stockholders to an amount not 
in excess at any time of the then outstanding capital 
stock.” Thus the company could now issue approxi- 
mately $500,000,000 of bonds, as it has that amount of 
stock outstanding, but as it has been authorized to issue

This formal notice is in line with the announcement 
made in October last by President Samuel Rea that the 
Pennsylvania contemplated creating a general mortgage 
as a basis for its financing, adding that: “Under this 
mortgage it is contemplated to issue bonds in such 
amounts from time to time as may be required to pro- 
vide necessary additions, betterments and improvements 








to its railroads, equipment, property and facilities, the 
funds that may be necessary to meet maturing obliga- 
tions, and for such other corporate purposes as may 
now or hereafter be duly authorized by law. The aggre- 
gate amount of bonds that may be issued shall not at 
ay time exceed the outstanding capital stock.” 

After also saying that the question of issuing the 
honds would be submitted to the stockholders at the 
unnual meeting, President Rea added that the company 
“has no expenditures that require immediate financing.”
